o the 8th, which was a Friday, at Ten o’Clock, he 
threw an infinite Number of Bombs from twelve But- 
trries againft it, continuing Night and Day; whrn the 
Keieged had great Difficulty to fave the advanc'd Works 
fom the Execution of the Bombs. ;. perfifting with in- 
atdible Courage in the Detfenee, by firing continually 
giintt the Affailants ; which Fire, on both Sides, lafted 
night Days and eight Nights, and the Bambs threwn 
mint the Place were counted upwards of 70,000, be- 
ides the continual firing of Muskets. After this, be 
auld the River Tygris to be cut off, in the Neigh- 
bourbood of a Place called Cara Sarai, and to be rurned 
ito the other Channel. He prefied the Befieged conti- 
wily with Numbers of his Troops, who not in the 
lat abating in their Courage, both I, and the Governor 
ay his Excellency Huffein Pafcia, with a miii- 
tay Example, inceflantly animated the Garifon, and 
dolly attended the repairing of thofe Parts that bad

But the Befieged were as active in repelling them, with 
Grenadoes, Bombs, and Fire-arms, making a continual 
Saughter of the impertinent Enemies.
